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Personable,  Witty— Laughton  Thrills  2,700  Bulletin  Board  Profect 
In  Convincing  Performance  Sunday  Night

With  a  (ouch  of  humor  that 
»nl>’  he  could  muster,  Charles 
Laughton  brought  two  hours  of 
pleasant  entertainment  to  a  near 
capacity  house  here  last  Sunday 
night.  With  the  idea  of  present¬ 
ing  writing  through  reading, 
Laughton  entranced  his  audience 
with  selections  from  various  great 
authors. 

From  the  first,  the  British-born 
actor  captivated  the  audience  with 
his  boomii^  voice  and  pompous 
figure.  Beginning  with  some  Ches¬ 
terton  verse  and  Ogden  Nash  lim¬ 
ericks.  Laughton  set  a  light  and 
informal  mood.  Following  with 
some  fables  by  James  Thurber 
and  later  Aesop,  the  actor  brought 
laughs  to  the  two  thousand  seven 
hundred  people  in  a  matter  of 
minutes. 

Laughton  Wags  Chins. 

With  a  stool  set  upon  the  tabic 
to  put  his  tattered  boolb  on, 
Laughton  rested,  gestured  and 
shook  his  chins  at  the  audience. 
With  an  imperceptible  taste,  he 
turned  to  one  of  America’s  best 
remembered  authors  and  read  an 
excerpt  from  ‘  Of  Time  and  the 
River"  by  Thomas  Wolfe. 

He  threw  down  the  book  with 
the  remark,  "Oh,  heck,  I  know  it 
anyway."  Commenting  further  he 
said.  "I  find  myself  reading  up¬ 
side  down  once  in  a  while.  The 
other  night  I  found  I  even  had 
the  wrong  book." 

With  a  passage  he  called 
"Trains  and  the  Moon”  he  illus¬ 
trated  the  onomatopoeia  with  an 
effective  change  of  pace  and  dy¬ 
namic  use  of  handis.  He  turned  to 
a  speech  from  "Don  Juan  in  Hell” 
and  stabbed  out  sharp,  sarcastic 
excerpts  about  Man's  destroying 
himself.  The  Shavian  play  has 
been  on  the  road  the  past  season 
with  Laughton  playing  the  devil. 

With  sudden  ejections  of 
■TVell!”  or  "Oh,  yes!”  Laughton 
continually  carried  his  audience 
with  him.  “Pickwick  Papers"  was 
the  next  book  he  picked  up  and 
shuffled  before  reading. 

‘T  always  mean  to  mend  them,’’ 
he  laughed. 

Although  well  done,  it  was  not 
so  well  received  as  his  previous 
readings.  Projecting  himself  into 
the  persons  of  the  Fat  Boy  and 
the  Old  Woman,  both  roles  requir¬ 
ing  physical  movement,  Laughton 
proved  his  versatility. 

Gives  Movie  Scenes. 

Especially  nostalgic  were  his 
speeches  from  motion  pictures  of 
years  back.  Most  effective  was 
Captain  Bligh,  done  with  all  of  the 
old  Laughton  blustering. 

He  added,  “After  I  did  this  one, 
even  dogs  ran  from  me.” 

Turning  to  Shakespeare,  the 
apology  from  Henry  V  brought  a 
change  of  mood.  Laughton’s 
slurred  "r’s”  rolled  through  a  de¬ 
lightful  sequence  from  "Midsum¬ 
mer  Night’s  Dream."  His  char¬ 
acter  changes  for  the  part  of  Bot¬ 
tom  made  Laughton  into  a  big,

conceited  amateur  and  then,  for 
the  fairy  queen,  into  a  soft,  charm¬ 
ing  woman. 

Bringing  in  a  new  note  he  in¬ 
troduced  the  book  of  Daniel. 
Reading  with  a  solemn,  dramatic 
voice,  Laughton  interpreted  the 
rolling  story  of  Shadrach,  Me- 
shach  and  Abednego  to  the  extent 
of  making  it  the  best  received 
number.  After  a  few  verses  from 
Proverbs,  he  read  both  his  and 
Dr.  Becker's  favorite  Psalm  — 
139.  His  letter  from  a  Michigan 
sculptor  brought  much  to  college 
students  as  a  message  for  modern 
times.  He  finished  with  the  "Get¬ 
tysburg  Address”  —  a  sombre  and 
fitting  climax. 

Enjoys  Audience. 

In  a  short  interview  afterward.^, 
Laughton  revealed  that  his  next 
movie  would  be  "Young  Bess,  a 
Henry  something,  the  other.”  He 
added,  “I  enjoyed  the  audience.

Possible  revision  of  last  semes¬ 
ter's  student  project  will  be  voted 
on  in  next  'Tuesday's  convocation 
in  order  to  find  out  if  the  stu¬ 
dents  wish  to  use  the  fund  for 
indoor  bulletin  boards  instead  of 
an  outdoor  board,  as  was  previous¬ 
ly  {ilanned,  or  to  pick  some  other 
project.
